Are Robbed of Thousands Annually. 
New York, Jan. ll.—The confession 
•f one man and the arrest of another 
developed, according to Assistant Las- 
trict Attorney Weller and Fire 
shal Prial, that an “arson trmU* ha., 
existed in this city which has robbed 
the fire insurance companies of hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars annual­ 
ly 
and 
which has endangered the 
lives of many thousands of apartment 
house dwellers. 
The man who confessed wa® Sam 
Gold, who lived at 574 
East 
134th 
street and wherever else he found it 
convenient to have a profitable house­ 
hold goods fire. 
The man who was 
arrested Is George Grutz of 68 East 
102nd street, an agent for the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance com­ 
pany and an adjuster on the side. 
Gold's confession Implicated Grutz as 
the go-between for fiat dwellers who 
were willing to be burned out for a 
consideration, and the firebugs, the 
men who actually applied a match to 
kerosene or oils. One of the principal 
firebugs 
employed 
by 
the 
“arson 
trust,” according to Gold's confession, 
is Isidor Stein, “Izzy the 
Painter,” 
who is now serving a long term In 
Sing Sing after having been convicted 
of arson. 
Gold adm itted to Attorney W eller 
and to Fire M arshal Prial that Grutz 
came to him In 1910 and told him it 
was easy to make money out of the 
insurance companies 
and 
that 
he 
(Grutz) having a pull with the ad­ 
justers and agents of the German 
American Insurance company, could 
arrange m atters profitably. Gold says 
that Grata sent him to a professional 
firebug named Isadoc Stein, who, in 
order to procure kerosene and oils 
without being suspected, ran a make- 
belfeve paint store. 
“From the Investigation by this of­ 
fice,” said A ssistant D istrict A ttorney 
W eller, “it appears that Grutz, posing 
as an insurance broker, worked also 
as an adjuster, and that he was able 
to compromise m any “total losses” 
(where the actual loss was trivial) 
for 60 or 60 per cent of the claim. 
Stein was the active figure in the 
crooked combination. 
Gold’s confession, which described 
several incendiary fires, was the di­ 
rect result 
of the arrest of Grutz. 
Fire Commissioner Johnson was elat­ 
ed when he received the news of 
Gold’s confession and of Grutz’s ar­ 
rest. The commissioner said it was a 
story confirming his recent 
asser­ 
tions.

The case In point is the office of sur­ 
veyor of the port at Dayton, which 
was recently resigned by Edward L. 
McConnaughey. 
Senator 
Pomerene 
is understood to have come to the 
conclusion that since the Democrats 
will not allow the president to make 
any new Republican appointments lie 
might as well give the office to a 
Democrat now as to allow it to be 
filled by President Wilson. 
Efforts by Democratic senate lead­ 
ers to make an agreement with the 
Republican forces for a Joint commit­ 
tee to go over President Taft’s receut 
appointments and select certain one s 
that should be Immediately confirmed 
by the senate met with failure. 
Senator Burton recommended Wil­ 
liam E. Hailey for reappointment as 
postmaster at Greenville, O. 
He also 
Indorsed Joseph R. Tabor for 
the 
Canfield (O.) postmastership. 
The attem pt at a compromise on 
appointm ents was the result of 
a 
m eeting of the special committee ap­ 
pointed by the Democratic caucus in 
December to evolve a method of han­ 
dling the hundreds of appointm ents 
th at have been sent in by the presi­ 
dent since Dec. 2. 
Democratic leaders informally pro­ 
posed to the Republicans that five 
m embers be selected by each party 
to take up the task of weeding out 
pending nominations.

Tho outcome of the failure at a 
compromise will be a renewal of the 
fight between the two parties next 
week.

ASK STATER) WAR 
ON WHITE PLAGUE 


Ohio Society Needs Assistance 
In Its Campaign on Disease. 


KILLS 7,000 OHIOANS YEARLY 


Plan to Have State Board of Health 
Speed $25,OOO a Year In a Broader 
Campaign of Education Than Lim­ 
ited Resources of Volunteer Society 
Will A dm it 


In urging the creation of the new’ 
State Division of Tuberculosis, under 
the direction of the State Board of 
Health, members of the Ohio Society 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis are 
ham m ering 
upon 
three 
cardinal 
points: 
The disease causes more than 
7,000 deaths annually in Ohio. 
There are now more than 35,000 
sufferers in this state. 
The disease Is preventable—Is 
known as “the disease of ignor­ 
ance”—and Its ravages may be 
greatly curtailed by educating the 
public. 
These are three excellent reasons 
v hy the state should take a hand in 
the fight. Tuberculosis has become a 
great problem, and for the protection 
of its citizens the state should take 
action in curbing i t 
The bill provid­ 
ing for the establishm ent of the new 
division carries with it an appropria­ 
tion of but $25,000 a year, for two 
years, w’hich is but very small when 
compared to the great outlay devoted 
lo other lines of public work. 
Plan Educational Work. 
Dr. Robert G. Paterson, executive 
secretary of the stat© society, says 
that if the appropriation is made—and 
indications are that it will be -th e 
state will carry on the work the state 
society has begun, extend it, and con­ 
duct a campaign of education through 
the new spapers and through exhibits 
to teach the people m eans of prevent­ 
ing and fighting the modern scourge. 
“A plan to make compulsory reports 
rn all cases of tuberculosis Is one of 
the absolutely essential things need­ 
ed," Dr. Paterson 
declared. 
"This 
Las been ordered by the State Board 
of Health, and under the new depart­ 
ment it would be extended by employ­ 
ing a statistician to follow up and 
analyze the reports sent in by the 
local 
health authorities and check 
these with Information obtained from 
other sources. 
Should Extend Work. 
"The work of free examination of 
all sputum, which is now carried on 
by the State Board of Health, should 
he extended. 
The im portance of this 
service should be im pressed upon the 
physicians as well as the general pub­ 
lic,” Dr. Paterson declared. 
"The departm ent would extend the 
work of free disinfection of rooms or 
apartm ents that have been vacated by 
consum ptives,” he continued. "Efforts 
along this line would be directed to­ 
wards the local health authorities, urg­ 
ing them to perform this as regularly 
as any other function and toward, the 
public at large in an effort to make 
them expect this service. 
"Of highest im portance, I believe, 
would be the campaign of education. 
The tentative plans provide for a trav­ 
eling exhibit with several sm aller ex­ 
hibits which could be loaned to schools 
t.nder the direction of a com petent 
director and lecturer. 
Publicity Would Help. 
“The publicity plan also contem­ 
plates enlisting the aid of physicians 
all over the state to lecture in the 
pubic schools and at public gather­ 
ings, and the employment of a news­ 
paper man to see that news m atter of 
an educational nature gets to the 
new spapers of the state. 
If the sup­ 
port of the 700 Ohio editors can be 
enlisted in an anti-tuberculosis cam­ 
paign their help will be the greatest 
force in curbing the disease," the sec­ 
retary said. 
“There are several other Im portant 
m atters that would come under the di­ 
rection of the state departm ent," Dr. 
Paterson added. “They could prepare 
and distribute the circulars and para 
phlets which have been found to be 
effective, could provide sanitary ens 
pldors for the poor patients and to 
various charitable societies for dis 
tribution; keep in touch with the phy 
sicians of the state and keep tab on 
all 
cases, 
and 
accomplish 
similar 
things that the Ohio society can no? 
do." 
Funds Too Limited. 
Since the state society was organ 
♦zed originally in 1901 and reorganized 
in 1911, the anti-tuberculosis prop© 
ganda has been pushed vigorously in 
Ohio, but the society has been ham 
pered by a lack of funds. 
Its chiel 
source of revenue bas been from the 
annual sale of Christm as seals, and 
this has amounted to only $7,000. 
The im portance of the work in face 
of the growing m enace of consum e 
lion has convinced those in charge of

CHANGES IN CLIMATE. 


Scientists 
Able 
to 
Discover 
None 
W ithin Historic Times. 
The explorations in Central Asia 
have laid bare the m ins of once flour­ 
ishing cities. 
M. Boutquln, 
in 
the 
French journal Clel et Terre, proves, 
by historical evidence 
pad 
modern 
scientific discoveries by the human 
race was brought about by causes en­ 
tirely unrelated to such supposed me­ 
teorological changes as a general cool­ 
ing of clim ates or a progressive dessi­ 
cation of the globe. 
In Europe, for 
example, a sensitive lowering of the 
tem perature and decrease in the pre­ 
cipitation of rain and 
snow 
would 
have caused a well-marked and con­ 
tinuous re c e s s io n ^ glaciers, but no 
such recession is shown by the rec­ 
ords of more than 2,000 years. 
Helm 
has proved that, although the glaciers 
of the Alps receded during the latter 
half of the nineteenth century, they 
are now far more extensive than they 
were in the Middle Ages. 
Polybius, In the lecond century B. 
C., describes the rich gold and silver 
mines of the 
Tyrol. 
These 
mines 
yielded abundantly until the middle of 
the 
sixteenth 
century, after which 
date their productiveness rapidly di­ 
minished because the mouths of shafts 
became covered with ice. 
A shaft 
sunk at this epoch w as covered 
in 
1670 by a glacier slxty-flve feet thick. 
R esistance to the invasion of the ice 
soon became impossible. In the eigh­ 
teenth century the glacier was more 
than 300 feet high, and in 1875 It had 
attained a height of 400 fe e t 
For many years It was asserted 
that the east coast of Greenland had 
formerly 
enjoyed 
a 
mild 
clim ate, 
which favored the growth of vegeta­ 
tion and gave rise to the nam® of 
Greenland. 
The historical researches 
of Rink and Van M aurer, however, 
have proved th at the decay of the 
posts established by the Norwegians 
In olden times was caused by the in­ 
troduction of a contagious disease and 
by the adoption by the Norwegian 
Government of an unw ise dc on amie 
Doliev. which provoked hostile attack# 


I by the Eskimos. 
Equally erroneoui 
I statem ents have been m ade in regard 
to Iceland. 
I 
In the British Isles, the cultivatioa 
1 of wheat 
formerly 
extended 
much 
farther north than It does at present 
simply because it was then, in the ab- 
j sence of foreign competition, more 
profitable than It is now. Yet It ha* 
been very difficult to gain acceptance 
for this elem entary tru th ; the popular 
belief in a change of season or climata 
for a long time prevailed over all evi­ 
dence.—Paris Cosmos. 


Scourge of the Swiss. 
The prevalence in Switzerland 
goitre, th at distressing disease which 
is caused by drinking snow water, ii 
graphically shown by the striking fig­ 
ures recently issued by the Federal 
m ilitary Departm ent, setting forth the 
num ber of men who are lost to the 
country, from the m ilitary service 
point of view, owing to this afflictioe 
alone. 
It has 
been 
statistically proved 
that an average num ber of from 2,200 
to 2,500 men are each year rejected 
for service in the arm y owing to the 
presence of goitre in some degree; 
and the compilers of the report de­ 
m onstrate how quickly, at this rate of 
rejection, the services of an entire di­ 
vision and even of an army corps an 
lost. 
The cantons of Valais and the Gri© 
ons, being the most mountainous parti 
of Switzerland, are the districts of the 
country in which the 
complaint is 
most common; but people in other 
parts are also affected to a distressing 
extent. 
So serious has the scourge become 
during recent years, with a tendency 
to increase rather than to decrease, 
that a commission is to be appointed 
by the Federal Governm ent to study 
and report upon the disease in order 
th at 
preventive 
m easures 
may h® 
adopted and th at a serious campaiga 
against the malady m ay be initiated
